homeless and half that number went without breakfast this morn- 
ing as a result of last night's fire, according to a telegram received 
today from County Judge Thomas L. Beauchamp, of Paris, Texas. 


The telegram adds: "We need groceries and money today." 


Paris, Texas, March, 22.—Fire swept through this city for six 


hours last night and destroyed approximately .thirty blocks. The 
property loss was estimated all the way from two to five million 
dollars. The fire is under control. 
There was no loss of life so far 


as is known. The fire started about 5:30 yesterday afternoon in a 
storage warehouse of H. J. Long, at the foot of South Eighteenth 
street, adjoining the Texas and Pacific Railway tracks. 


The wind was/blowing a gale 


at the time and'.the flames were 
driven so rapidly .that they soon 
were beyond control. In less than 
two hours,' the fire had laid waste 
to a section' extending from Eigh- 
teenth to Twenty-fifth, streets in 
widtli and along several blocks of 
the Texas and Pacific right of 
^Ry, burning several of the most
